The vilamins and 
minerals were given’ for a 
period of 18 to 20 months, but 
there wad ono appreciable 
change in growth besides what 
was expected without them.

Not being self-governing, the 
Colonies perforce accumulated 
huge sterling ‘balances during 
the commodity boom.

KEYNESIAN LINES

The 
Budget, he said, had been 
framed agajnst the background 
of any development, whether in 
defence expenditure, or whether 
there be signs of recession, great 
or small, He believed that the 
decision an demand which they 
had taken in the budget would 
be aduptable 10 cincumstances 
a3 they might arise -in-the- world 
scene, : 4, 

This decision on demand, 
which js the key to the budget 
and to the near-term outlook for 
British markets, is that, ogainst 
a background of world dis- 
inflation, there js Ukely to be 
some slack in the economy, The 
budget compensates for this by 
a minor stimulus to consumption 
and by what the Chancellor 
hopes will be a major stimylus 
to production and export. He 
reckons that she sponinncous 
revival in demand would suffico 
only to repair last year's drop 
In output, That being not nearly 
food cnough, he concedes n 
boost.

The amnesty Wecrecd. by Pre- 
sident Antonin Zapotocky frees 
immediately all persons serving 
wool sentences of less than 12 
months and youths and preg- 
nant women sentenced to no 
more than two ycars. . 

It also reduces. pentences in 
cerlain specified cases, but it 
docs not apply automatically to 
“saboteurs, spics” and some 
other categories of prisoners. 

The decree, however, docs 
provide that the. catcs, of those 
sentenced for  esplonage, 
snbotoge and  certaln olher 
offences may. be reviewed and 
reducllon may be recommend.
